The Muketier hath a head-peece for defence, a Musketr, the bar- 
rell of the length nf 4. foot, the bore of 12.bullets to the pound, a 
Bandelier,to which are faſtened a convenient number of charges 
tor powder (ſometimes as many as 15.0 16.) a lether bagge for 
h1llets,with a pruning iron; a Relt for the Mwucket, withan iron 
torke on the upper end to ſtpport it in diſcharging,and a pike on 
theenether end to lticke into the ground ; laſtly,a Rapier- 

Theſe Son!diers,both Pike-men,and Musketiers, are divided in- 
fo Companies ; and every Company conlilteth, halfe of Pikes, 
halte Musketiers. The Companies are ſome more in number,ſome 
lefſe. Somereach to 399.men, ſome 200, ſome 9o. ſome $0. ſome 
ro. Every Company hath theſe Officers of the field :A Captaine, 
[ Liettenant, an Enligne,2 Serjeants, 3 Corporals, 2 Drums; and 
for otheruſes,a Clerke, a Surgiop,and a Provoſt. 

Companiesare compatted into Regiments,and the Regiments 
commanded by Collonels. Regiments containe not alwayes a like 
number of Companies,ſume having 10, ſome a 11, 12,13,14, 15. 
ſ»me 30,Companies and above. In every Regiment,area Collonel, 
a |.ieutenant Collonell,a Serjeant Major,all Officers of the field ; a 
Quarter-malter,and a Provoit-martiall tor other imployments. It 
ſhall not be greatly to the purpoſe to mention higher Othcers than 
Collunels, my principall intent being no other,then to ſet downe 
the Armes and Exerciſe of our Nation,in the faid united Provin- 
ce, Their Armesare ſpoken of. T heir Exerciſe followes, 


The Exerciſe of a Foot Comp my. 
Irit, both Pikes and Muskets are ordered into files of 10.dee 
The Viusketiers arc ſometime placed before,ſometime in Pank. 
ſometimes in the reare of the Pikes. 
To excerciſe the motions; there axe two diſtances to be obſerved. 
 Thefirit is, when every one is diltant from his felldw 6 foote 
ſquare, thatis in file and ranke 6. 
The ſecond is when every Souldicris 3 foot diſtant one from 
the other, as well in file, as in Ranke,

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And becauſe the meaſure of ſuch diſtances cannot be taken 
juitly by the eye, the diltance of 6 toot betwixtthe files is meaſu- 
red, whenthe Souldiers {tretching out their armes doe touch one 
agothers hands : and bctwixc the Rankes,when the ends of their 
Pikes come well-nigh to the heeles of then that march before. And 
the meaſure of 3 foot betwixt the fles i5,yrhen their elowes torch 
one another ; betwixt the Rankxes, when thy come totouch the 
cads of one anothers Rapiers. 

For to march in the field, the diſtance of 3 {20 from file to (ile 
is kept,and of 6 toot from Ranke to Ranke, 

To order themſelves in Battaile, as alſo to goe towards the ene- 

. my, the diſtance ot 3 fcot in File,and Rauke is obleryed ; and like- 
wiſe to converhon or wheeling. 

The Muskctiers alſo going for to {hoot by Rankes keep the ſame 
diſtance of 3 toot,but going to skirmiſh they goe 41, Dizband ze, 
which is ont of order, 

There is yet another ſort of diſtance, which is not uſed, but for 
to receive the enemy With a firme ſtand, and ſerveth for the Pikes 
encly,(for the Musketiers cannot be focloſe in Files,becaute they 
mu{t have their arme at liberty Jand that is, when every one is di- 
{tant from file to file, a foot and a halte, and 3 foot from Ranke ro 
Ranke. And this laſt diſtance is thus commanded, Cl/i yon (6: es 
throughly. Burt itisnot to be taught the Souldicrs, tour that, when 
neceſſity ſhall require it,they wil cloſe themſelves bur too n:uch gs 
their owne accord,without command.

Your Musketiers mult obſerve in all their motions to 
enrne t0 the right hand, and that they carry the mouth of 
their pecces high, aſwell when- they are ſhouldred, as in 
pruning, and alſo when they hold their pans guarded, 
and come up to give fire. 

In advancing towards an Enemy, when they doe not 
z$kirmiſh looſe and disbanded,they mult give fire by Ranks 
after this manner, 

Two Rankes mait alwayes make ready together, and 
adyanceten paces forward before the body, at which di- 
ſtance, a Sergeant (or when the body is great, {ome vuther 
Officer,) mn({t ſtand, tro whom the Mubketiers are to 
come up before they preſent, and give hie, -firit, the firlt 
tanke. And whileſtthe ficſt gives fice, the ſecond Ranke 
keepe their Muskets cloſe to their Reſts, and their pannes 
guarded, and aſſoone as the firlt are falne away, the (ecoud 
preſently preſent, and give firc, and tall after them. 

Now affoone as the firit two Rankes do move from their 
places in the front : The two Rankes next them mult un- 
ſhoulder theic Muskets, and make ready, ſo as they may 
advance forward ten paces as before, afloone as ever the 
two fiſt Rankes are falne away;and are to do in all points 
25 the former. And all the other Ranks through the whole 
diviſion mult doe the ſame by rwo's, one after another,

A manner there u to give fire retyring from an enemy, and 
is performed afier this ſort. 

As the Troope marcheth, the hindermoſt ranke of all, 
keeping {till with the Troope, is tomake ready, and being 
ready, the Souldiers in that ranke turneall cogether to the 
right hand and give fire, marching preſently away a good 
round pacetothe front, and there place themſelves in 
ranke together jult before the front: As ſoone as the firit 
ranke turnes to give fire, the ranke next makes ready, and 
doth as the former, and ſo the reit. 

We give fire by the flanks thus, The uppermoſt file next 
the Enemy muſt be commanded to make ready, keeping 
{till along with the body, till fuch time, as they be ready, 
and then they turne to the rightzpr left hand —_— 
co the {ight of their enemieseither upon the right, or lett 
flanke) and give fire all together. When they have diſchar- 
ged chey ſtirre not, but keepe their ground, and charge 
their Peeces againe in the ſame place they ſtand. Now as 
ſoon as the foreſaid file doth turne to give fire, the utter- 
molt next it makes ready,alwayes keeping along with the 
Troopetill the Bringer-#p be palt a little beyond the Lea- 
der of that file, that gave fire faſt and then the whole file 
muſt turne, and give fire, and doe in all points as the firſt 
did, and fo the reſt one after the other. A Sergeant, or if the 
Troope be great, ſome other better qualified Othcer muſt 
ſtand at the head of the firſtfhle, and atfoone as theſecond 
file hath given fire, and hath charged, he is to lead forward 
the firit file up to the ſecond file, and (o to the reſt one after 
another, till he hath gathered up againe the whole wing, 
and then he is tojoyne them againe in equall tront with 
the pikes. 

Lait of all the Troope or whole _ of Muſquettiers 
makes ready all together,and the firſt rank without advan- 


cing gives fire in the place they ſtand in, and ſpeedily, as 
may be, yet orderly falls away, all the rankes doing the 
ſame ſucceſſively one after another.

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T be order and diſcipline holden'in the Horſz=trooper, or in 
the Cavalry, 


The Cavalry hath for his Chiefe the Ceneral!, the Lieu- 
tenant Generall, and the Commiſſary generall. 

To the Cavalry there is a Quarter-malter generall, and a 
Provolt generall belonging; the Tuſtice reforteth to the 
Councell generall of warre of the Armie. | 

The Cavalry is of two forts: Hurquebufters and Cruraſſiers, 

The firlt have for defenſive Armes,the Crrace piſtol proof, 
and alight head-peece-For offenfive,the Carbize of 3foote, 
—} inches length, and the bore of 20 bullets in the pound; 

and Piſtols like unto the Caraſſters. 

The Curaſſiers have for detenlive Armes a compleate a'- 
mour, the Cxrace piſtoll proofe. For ofteniive,two piltols 
Having the barrel! of 26.inches in length, andthe bore of 
36 bullets in the pound, 

Forthe order in Regiments, the 40, Companies enter- 
tained by the States doe make eleven Regiments. 

The Regiment of the Generall hath alwayes the Vant- 
guard, the others alternatively and by turnes,and he that 
hath ic this day; the next day afrer hath the Reare, the 
reſt foflowing in the ſame ſort, 

Thoſe which command the Regiments ar-: called Coro» 
nelt, The Regiments are compounded of 3;or 4 Compa- 
nies. (of 3 at the leaſt )and the Coronells Company mar- 
cheth alwayes on the left wing ot the Regiment, 

The Captaines receive orders from their Coronels, av- 
cheſe from the Commiſfary Generall. 

All the Companies are divided in 3 equalf parts, which 
arecalled Squadrons,and diſtributed to the 3 chie:e Ofti- 

cers, Captaine, Cornet and Lieutenant, having each of 
them adjoyned an old Souldier, which they doeknow 16 
be of moredeſert, called a Corporall. | 

Marching in the field,every Officer marcheth at the head 
of his Squadron,the Lieutenant excepted,which marcheth 
behinde with the Quartermaſter; and the third Corporall 
at the head of the Lieutenants Squadron, 

T he Companies are divided by tiles, and rankes, che tile 
5 deepe, and ho more,how ſtrong loever the a 
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They obſerve that in marching in battaile they muſt be 
cloſe together, and rodoe the Adotions there muſt be 6 foot 
diſtance trom one Horſeman to another. 

The Companies beingin battailezthere mult be 25. paces 
diltance left betweene every Company, and 50 betwixt c- 
very Regiment at the leaſt, L 

l T he exerciſe of Armes for the Cavatry. 
To open the Squadron, you mult frit open the rankes, 
and after the files, 

Tocloſe the Squadron, you muſt firit cloſe the files and 
after the rankes. 

There be two ſorts of diſtances betwixt the ics ; the one 
cloſc,and the other 

In the cloſe there mult be no diſtance or intervals betwixt 
the files,to the open there mult be 6 foot betwixt every file 

Likewiſe there muſt be two forts of diſtances betwixtthe 
raakes;the Cloſe,which mult be without intervall or ſtreet, 
and the Open,which mult be {1x foot diſtance. 

Ina march it muſt be underſtood, that the rankes mult 
never be more opened;than the open diſtance of 6 foor, 
And to theend that the Troope may march in good or- 
der, and obſerve well their difance betwixt the rankes, 
without that the laſt may be forced to runne or goe tov 
falt,there muſt be heed taken,that ſo ſooneas the brit ranks 
begin to march,all the 9 os the Reareallo march.
